SUBPART A - GENERAL

8§ 2.1 Establishnent of the Departnent.

The Departnent of Agriculture was created by the Act of May 15, 1862, and
by the Act of February 9, 1889, it was made an executive departnent in the
Federal Governnment under the supervision and control of the Secretary of
Agriculture. 7 U S.C. 2201, 2202, 2204.

§ 2.2 Authority of the Secretary to prescribe regul ations.

The general authority of the Secretary to prescribe regulations governing
the work of the Departnment is based on 5 U.S.C. 301 which provides in part,
t hat :

The head of an executive departnent nmmy prescribe regulations for the
government of his departnent, the conduct of its enployees, the distribution
and performance of its business, and the custody, use and preservation of its
records, papers, and property.

§ 2.3 Authority of the Secretary to del egate authority.

The general authority of the Secretary to make del egations of his
authority is based on section 4(a) of Reorganization Plan No. 2 of 1953 which
provi des:

The Secretary of Agriculture may fromtinme to tinme make such provisions
as he shall deem appropriate authorizing the perfornmance by any other officer
or by an agency or enployee, of the Department of Agriculture of any functions
of the Secretary, including any functions transferred to the Secretary by the
provi sions of this reorgani zation plan.

§ 2.4 General Oficers

The work of the Departnment is under the supervision and control of the
Secretary who is assisted by the foll owing general officers: the Deputy
Secretary, the Under Secretary for International Affairs and Commodity
Progranms; the Under Secretary for Small Conmunity and Rural Devel opnent; the
Assi stant Secretary for Natural Resources and Environment; the Assistant
Secretary for Food and Consuner Services; the Assistant Secretary for

Mar keti ng and | nspection Services; the Assistant Secretary for
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Governnmental and Public Affairs; the Assistant Secretary for Econom cs; the
Assi stant Secretary for Science and Education; the General Counsel; the
Assi stant Secretary for Admi nistration; the Inspector General; the Judicia
Officer; the Director, Ofice of Budget and Program Anal ysis; and the
Executive Assistant to the Secretary.

§ 2.7 Authority to supervise and direct.

Unl ess specifically reserved, or otherw se del egated, the del egati ons of
authority to each general officer of the Departnent and each agency head
contained in this part or el sewhere includes the authority to direct and
supervi se the enpl oyees engaged in the conduct of activities under his
jurisdiction, and the authority to take any action, execute any docunent,
aut horize any expenditure, pronulgate any rule, regulation, order, or
instruction required by or authorized by |law and deened by the general officer
or agency head to be necessary and proper to the discharge of his
responsi bilities. This authority will be exercised subject to applicable
adm nistrative rules and regulations. Unless otherw se provided, a genera
of ficer or agency head may, subject to his continuing responsibility for the
proper di scharge of delegations made to himin this part or el sewhere,
del egate and provide for the redel egations of his authority to appropriate
of ficers and enpl oyees. Subject to the general supervision of the Secretary,
agency heads who are del egated authority froma general officer in this part
or el sewhere, report to and are under the supervision of that general officer

§ 2.8 Additional delegations.

The authority granted to a general officer may be exercised in the
di scharge of any additional functions which the Secretary may assign
